The  Duke  of  Wellington,  a man  of  prin- 
ciple through  and  through,  remarked  of 
cardinal  patriarch  of  Lisbon  that,  though 
naturally  gified,  he  could  not  be  great,  be- 
cause "he  wins  a very  unprincipled  man, 
and  when  th*t  is  the  case,  I never  think 
one  can  l>e  a ^ery  able  man.” 

Gladstone  tvas  of  the  same  opinion  at 
a later  day}  when  he  remnrked  "how 
largely  the  intellectual  powers  of  a man 
are  affected  Itjy  the  demands  of  life  upon 
his  moral  powers,  and  how  they  open  and 
grow,  or  drv  j up  and  dwindle,  'according 
to  the  manner  in  which  those  demands 
are  met.”  I 

The  insightof  these  three  thinkers,  each 
of  whom  hadiachieved  great  successes  him- 
self, was  not  (it  fault.  The  psychologist  of 
today  tells  us  that  the  criminal  brain  is  a 
weak  brain,  pot  a strong  one.  "Vice  and 
crime,”  says  a modern  writer,  “are  blun- 
ders in  the  difficult  art  of  living,  and  no 
man  who  delilicratcly  persists  in  commit- 
mitting  a series  of  these  serious  mistako 
can  lay  claim  to  any  high  ability.”  Sin, 
even  from  the  scientific,  non-Christian 
standpoint,  is  a sign  of  mental  lack  and 
weakness.  Sjn,  from  the  Christian  stand- 
point, is  a departure  from  God's  laws 
and  the  sinnbr  thus  degrades  his  own 
mind  from  wljat  God  meant  it  to  lie,  so 
that  it  loses  the  full,  healthy  powers  that 
it  ought  to  possess. 

It  is  not  “s^nurt"  to  do  wrong.  It  is 
the  stupidest  fit  blunders.  The  boy-wbn 
smokes  a cigarette  with  the  idea  that  at 
looks  a dever  thing  to  do,  the  young  man 
who  cheats  iij  business  and  feels  he  hap 
made  a brilliafit  stroke,  the  girl  who  says 
sharp  and  even  slanderous  things  to  make 
her  conversation  interesting  arc,  in  their 
small  and  several  ways,  making  exactly 
the  same  mistake  about  sin  that  Morris 
and  Wellington  and  Gladstone  exposed 
long  ago  in  ‘greater  cases.  The  Bible 
plainly  calls  tfie  sinner  a fool.  It  is  not  a 
pleasant  epitfielt,  but  it  is  always  true, 
Washington  fojunded  the  greatest  nation 
of  the  modern  .world.  Napoleon  lost  all, 
and  died  discrejdited  in  exile.  Goodness  is

Amcficafi  observer  at  Paris  in  the  days  of 
the  Hevo  ltion,  who  said  of  the  great  Mi- 
rabefiu  (of  whom  so  much  was  expected, 
but  who  aucomplished  so  little),  that  "his 
understanding,  1 believe,  is  impaired  by 
the  (jerveijs  on  of  his  heart.’’ 

This  is  a fact  of  which  very  few  men 
seem  (to  he  apprised — that  a sound  mind 
cannbt  ejjist  where  the  morals  are  unsound. 
The  event  droved  how  Morris’ judgment 


Method*  of  Df\ine  Revelation. 

The  gre..t  difficult  v in  the  way  of  the  su 
prrior  intellect  revealing  itself  to  the  inferi- 
or i»  readily  admitted  by  all  who  teach,  for 
teaching  i*  really  a revelation  of  the  teach 
er  to  the  pupil ; the  pupil  unconsciously  as- 
similates the  chiracter  ol  the  teacher  to 
•ome  extent.  If  tlvu>  difficulty  is  •»>  great 
when^he  finite  tries  to  reveal  itself  to  the 
finite  now  much  greater  the  task  of  reveal- 
ing the  Infinite  to  the  finite.  Man  in  his 
primal  state  waa  in  communion  with  God, 
he  had  the  moral  image  ol  his  Creator,  but 
in  his  fall  be  loat  all  knowledge  of  God  and 
became  separated  from  him,  aad  in  ord-r 
to  re  establish  communion  andfellowship 
it  was  necessary  that  God  should  so  re- 
veal htmadf  to  man!  that  he  could  appre- 
hend. ami  inteligegtly  accept  Him.  The 
method*  used  by  God  in  making  this  reve- 
lation v*  the  subject  to  which  1 ask  your 
attention. 

So  i.«on  as  Adam  fell  and  called  down 
upon  himself  ami  hi*  descendants  the  curse 
ol  violated  law  God  began  this  revelation, 
and  store  that  time  it  has  been  going  oo, 
on  an  ascending  add  ever  widening  scale. 
When  we  stodv  t hi*  work  and  see  how  per- 
sistently, patiently  the  great  loving  God 
has  endeavored  to  make  man  understand, 
or  appreciate  Him,  and  then  think  how 
signally.  apparently.  He  has  tailed  in  this 
endeavor,  it  seem*  almost  pathetic.  A 
careful  study  of  the  Bible  will  show  that 
there  have  beeS  seven  methods  used  by 
(,.hI  in  this  revealing  work,  each  of  which 
IS  an  advance  *poi^  those  preceding,  but 
n<>«  always  entirely  superceding'them. 

l »-t  us  go  backiin  our  iimaaginution 
some  four  thousand  years:  Dijwn  in  the 
laud  of  I'r  of  tbr  Chaldees  we  sCe  a young 
Bedouin  Arab  chief  whose  duties  and  pre- 
ferences call  him  t<>  be  much  in  the  open 
country  he  sets  his  people  worshipping 
the  host  ••  beaten,  but  to  his  Contempla- 
te. mind  there  is  gomething  unsatisfying 

• such  worship;  be  meditates  upon  the 

i-iecti  and  as  |he  watches  the  sun  as  he 
riars  in  ttv  c4«t  and  takes  bis  couiae 
athwart  the  »ktr  until  he  sinks  to  rrst  in 
the  west,  and  tfeen  turns  his  ga*r  upon  the 
»tj»rs  as  they  march  forth  and  looks  upon 
the  silvery  modn,  *he  queen  of  the  night, 
be  ask*  himself  the  question  t "Whence 
came  these  beagtifuj  spheres;  afe  they  self- 
createtl.  are  tbe*e  really  our  gods?”  His 
heart  cried  out  for  *>metbing.  be  knew  not 
what,  hot  he  falfc  the  emptiness  of  the  wor- 
ship of  his  fathers  and  commenced  to  "feel 
out  after 'Cod.’"  until  in  response  to  the  un- 
altered prayer  of  hi  lonely  he*rt  the  God 
of  these  orbs  Spoke  to  him  through  na- 
ture. revealing  himself  to  Abram  as  the 
great  Creator,  and  he  was  able  to  feel 
what  the  psaltfiist  (afterwards  so  beauti- 
ful! v expressed  : "The  heavens  declare  the 
glory  ot  God  **d  the  fimament  showeth 
his  handiwork];  I*  this  we  have  the  first 
method  of  rtfelapon,  the  revelation 
through  nature  This  method  exists  to- 
il* v hut  has  been  Isuperceded  by  others 
fuller  amt  more  specific  in  their  nature. 
W here  is  the  man  wjiose  mind  is  not  blind- 
ed by  Satan  wl*o  Qoes  not  sec  God  in  na- 
ture? Tbe  entire  iiniverse  speaks  His 
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praise  and  tells  of  His  power  and  goodness 
„ and  nearly  one  thousand , years  softer 
Abram.  David  realized  the  factof  this  reve- 
- la t ion  and  put  it  in  the  beautiful  words  of 
the  19th  Psalm. 

In  the  years  sue  ceding  this  first  revela- 
tion to  Abram  he  doubtless  meditated  fre- 
quently upon  the  wonders  ol  nature  and 
the  wisdom  and  power  of  the  great  Crea- 
tor, until  he  was  prepared  for  the  second 
step  in  the  divine  revelation,  end  sometime 
during  his  daylight  meditations,  or  per- 
haps in  the  dream  of  the  night  God  spoke 
to  him  telling  him,  "Get  tbee  out  ot  thy 
country,  and  Irom  thy  kindred,  and  from 
thy  father’s  house  unto  a land  that  I will 
show  thee.”  And  in  after  years  we  art 
told  "the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  Abram 
in  a vision.”  (Gen.  15:1.)  When  Abra- 
ham’* grandson,  Jacob,  was  fleeing  from 
the  righteous  anger  of  his  defrauded 
brother,  he  lay  down  upon  the  ground 
near  Luz,  with  a stone  for  a pillow,  and* 
saw  th.it  wonderful  vision,  the  ladder  set 
up  on  the  earth  with  its  top  in  the  heavens 
and  the  angels  of  G >d  ascending  and  de- 
scending upon  it;  and  \yhcn  he  awoke  he 
•aid,  ‘surely  God  is  in  this  place  and  I 
knew  it  not,"  and  he  called  the  name  of  the 
place  Bethel,  the  house  of  God.  In  these 
instances  we  see  the  second  method  of  rev- 
elation, vi*.:  through  visions  of  the  day 
and  dreams  of  the  night.  This  method  is 
an  advance  upon  the  first  in  that  it  is  a 
revelation  of  God  to  the  individual  man, 
giving  him  a message  or  command  with 
promise  of  blessing.  In  the  early  years  of 
revelation  this  was  doubtless  the  way  in 
which  Gojl  revealed  His  will  to  men  and 
gave  them  Some  apprehension  of  His  char- 
acter and  will,  but  this  method  has  passed 
away,  and  no  man  at  this  day  has  any 
such  revelation  from  God. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after  the 
promise  to  Abraham  we  find  his  descen- 
dants, the  Israelites,  in  the  wilderness  hav- 
ing just  come  forth  from  Egyptian  bond- 
age, M<>ses,  the  lawgiver,  hits  been  up  in 
tbe  mount  and  received  instructions  as  to 
the  talieroacle  and  its  services,  the  priests 
have  been  anointed  to  their  office  and  the 
sacrifices  and  ceremonies  of  worship  have 
been  established.  What  do  they  mean? 
Is  all  thi*  bloodshed  and  these  washings 
and  white!  garments  simply  forms  without 
meaning,  without  significance?  Surely 
• not.  God  is  revealing  himself  through 
these  means,  and  in  these  we  have  the 
third  method  of  divine  revelation.  The 
sacrifices  taught  the  fundamental  truth 
that  "without  the  shedding  of  blood  there 
can  be  no  remission  of  sin.”  God  is  infin- 
itely just;  the  washings  taught  that  no 
one  can  approach  the  presence  of  God 
without  purity,  for  God  is  infinitely  pure ; 
the  white  garments  of  the  priests  taught 
that  "without  holines9  no  man  shall  see 
God.”  G6d  is  infinitely  holy.  The  first 
method  reavealed  God  as  the  Creator,  the 
second  as  the  sovereigjn  Guide  and  Pro- 
vider, and  the  third  as]  the  God  of  Justice, 
Purity  and  Holiness.  The  first  methods 
were  not  superceded  entirely  hy  the  third, 
but  only  supplemented;  God  still  revealed 

himself  through  nature  and  in  some  in- 
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stances  t irough  dreams  and  visions  but 
we  can  sfe  how  there  is  a constant  devel- 
opment, both  in  method  and  the  character 
of  the  revelation. 

As  time  passed  the  chosen  people*  wan- 
dered froifr  God  and  their  history!  during 
the  periot  of  the  Judges  is  a series  of  apo*- 
tacics  ant  returns,  the  teachings  of  Moses, 
Joshua,  aad  the  services  ol  the  tabernacle 
were  forj  otten  or  neglected ; then  it  was 
that, the  ourth  method  of  revelation  was 
institute* . Men  were  called  out  from  the 
ranks  of  he  people  and  ordained  by  God 
to  be  His  messengers  to  men,  to  reveal  His 
will  to  thj*  people,  and  the  order  of  Proph- 
ets was  recognized  and  these  men  were  the 
accepted  Representatives  of  God  The  first 
prophets  j wrote  nothing,  but  instructed 
the  j)eop^e  orally  and  their  work  was 
therefore  confined  to  their  immediate  Vicin- 
ity, they  only  revealed  God  to  thejse  with 
wbojn  tHey  came  in  contact,  ana  in  this 
respect  tley  fell  short  of  the  next  method, 
the  fifth,  ,vhich  was  the  revelation  through 
the  Vi  ritt  :n  prophets. 

With  tie  continued  religii  u*  degeneracy 
of  Israel  it  became  necessary  to  have  a sys- 
tem of  re  relation  of  the  will  of  (Rod  and 
His  char.-  cter  which  would  reach  the  pe<  - 
pie  ttiore  generally  than  was  possible  by 
personal  instruction,  and  to  supply  this 
need, the  method  of  revelation  by  writing 
the  prop!  ecie^  was  instituted.  These  came 
into  boin; ; after  the  division  of  the  king- 
dom; anc  before  the  fall  of  Samaria.  4s 
lias  been  [intimated,  this  method  of  revela- 
tion was jan  advance  upon  the  Iasi  named 
in  that  in  was  more  effectual  in  teaching 
out,  not  only  to  the  chosen  people,  but  1° 
those  wh  i dwelt  in  “the  regions  beyond." 
These  writings  were  lea  1 by  men  all  over 
the  ijvorlc,  and  today  are  of  equal  author- 
ity With  1 he  other  inspired  writing^.  They 
reveal  Go d as  the  ruler  of  infinite  mercy 
and  graci , in  addition  to  the  character  set 
forth  by  the  previous  methods.  Thfcy 
promise  nCrcy  to  the  penitent,  wflile  they 
denounce  woes  upon  all  who  will  not  re- 
pent; 

‘ When  Malachi  had  uttered  his  Hast  pro- 
phetic w trtiings,  the  voice  of  inspiration 
wasgsilen  j.  All  that  was  to  lie  reyehfrd  °f 
the  jnatu  *e,  purposes  and  will  ot  Gj>d,  un- 
der the  di  spensation  oflaw,  was  complete- 
It  was  row  to  lie  proven  whether  ffeat 
revejatio  i,  enforced  as  it  had  to  be  by  the 
severest  discipline,  would  avail  to  re- 
instate a id  preserve  in  godliness  and  vir- 
tue, laud  consequently  in  happy  enjoyqfent 
of  divine  aVor,  the  people  to  whoRo  i t;  bad 
been  ma  Je.

Ttai*  pcjriod 
had  demonstrated  the  fact  that  all  mefh 
ods  of  re  -elation  heretofore  used  had  failed 
to  bring  man  into  communion  With  his 
God;  Tie  people  who  had  been  most 
blest  in  [having  all  this  revelation  had 
drifted  ir  to  a formalism  which  swaR  as 
abofnina  >le  in  God’s  sight  as  idolatry  it- 
self, and  the  last  of  the  prophets  reveals 
Godj as  t le  outraged  sovereign  and  lather, 
denouncilg  woes  upon  hisdisobedient  sub- 
jects and  unloving  children.

B.  Butler, 
who  came  to  Bryan  only  a few  months 
ago,  from  the  pastorate  j)f  the  church  in 
Natchez,  Miss.  He  is  an  alijimnus.  of  the 
Baptist  College  of  Clintbn— certainly  one 
of  the  most  genuinely  reliable  schools  in 
all  the  land,  and  he  is  also  a (student  of  the 
Seminary  at  Louisville.  Many  lexas  Bap- 
tists know  his  distinguished  Baptist  uncle, 
Gov.  Longino,  of  Mississippi.  In  r«eent 
years  the  older  States  have  Sent  many  no- 
ble sons  to  Texas,  Mississippi  especially 
being  right  at  the  forefront  in  this  respect. 
The  writer  feels  profoundly  thankful  to  God 
for  them  all,  and  he  is  none  the  less  grate- 
ful for  the  coming  of  the  new  pastor  to 
Bryan.

Ministers  and  Christian  Statesmen  outlive 
all  others  in  proportion  to  numbers,  and 
why  is  it  ? Maybe  it  is  to  perpetuate  cor- 
rect history,  and  we  have  a long  list  of  old 
patriarchs  all  the  way  from  Moses  up  to 
Latimer,  who  died  at  the  stake  rather 
than  lose  his  honor,  in  othir  words,  inspi- 
ration.

One  of  the  most  dangerousdbetrines  and 
influences  ever  brought  to  bear  on  the 
minds  of  unsaved  people  (we  ivill  not  ex- 
cept the  saved  either)  is  the  erroneous  idea, 
sometimes  advocated  by  proft-ssors  of  re- 
ligion, that  Saul,  the  wicked  kjmgof  Israel, 
was  saved  and  enjoyed  the  rewards  of  a 
saint  in  heaven.  Every  sentence  in  the 
Word  of  God  that  in  any  way  deals  with,  or

teaches  Gifd’s  plan  of  redemption  or  the 
conditions  of  salvation,  is  averse  to  such 
conclusion.  The  conditions  are  fir  more 
favorable  (for  the  salvation  of  Judas  Is- 
cariot, thhn  for  Saul.  Judas  did  rc|>ent, 
and  made  restitution  as  far  as  possible, 
before  he  1 anged  himself  See  Matt  27:25. 
Yet  how-  many  will  hold  that  Juda«  was 
saved  ? » 

For  yeafs  before  his  death,  Saul  was  in 
open  rebellion  against  God,  and  a mur- 
derer at  heart;  seeking  the  life  of  David 
without  ii  cause.  The  night  liefore  his 
death,  wil  ully  and  with  a consciousness 
•of guilt,  hi  went  by  stealth  to  the  witch  of 
Endor,  se:king;a  familiar  spirit  because 
the  Lord  rnd  forever  left  him.  Oh  may 
the  Lord  have  mercy  on  poor  deceived 
souls.  Sa  il,  not  onlv  broke  the  law,  but 
his  own  decree,  and  was  rebuked  unwit- 
tingly by  the  witch  See  1 Sam.  28:9. 
Hardened  by  continued  resis*ence,  the  liet- 
ter  spirit  forsook  him,  and  left  him  to  the 
mercy  of  demons  that  have  no  mercy. 
Strang*,  cfh  how-  strange,  to  think  that 
the  unchangeable  God  would  return  with 
pardoning  favor,  when  the  last  act  was 
self  murd  :r  and  wilfully  at  that  “No 
murderei  1 lath  eternal  file.”  “As  the  tree 
lalls  so  it  must  lie.”  God  says,  “I  will 
laugh  at  rour  calamities  and  will  mock 
when  youi  fenreometh.”  The  "being  with 
me  tomorrow,”  in  1 Sam.  28: 1 9,  certainly 
refers  to  t ic  domain  ot  physical  death  or 
the  grave.  Death  spiritual  belongs  to  the 
soul  and  not  the  body.  Death  in  "The- 
ology” m ;an  separation.  Spiritual  death 
is  separation  from  God.  See  Isaiah 
59:1,2.  Death  in  sin  is  separation  from 
holiness  i nd  righteousness.  Death  to 
sin  is  separation  from  sin.  Physical  death 
is  separation  of  soul  and  body.  Spiritual 
death  (wii  H its  continuance  through  eter- 
nity, wliet  not  frgiven)  is  the  only  pen- 
alty forisin.  Physical  death,  pain  and  suf- 
fering, sic!  ness  and  sorrow,  are  the  conse- 
quences jof  sin  and  not  the  penalty. 

The  d*u  h referred  to  in  Genesis,  2:17; 
Ezek.  1(8:1.  20;  Romans,  5:12;  G:23,  is 
spiritual  leach.  Saul,  was  spiritually 
dead  long  liefore  he  threw  himself  into  the 
jaws  of  physiesl  death.  And  spiritual  re- 
cussitatio  i would  have  lieen  ntccessary 
amid  the  very  throes  of  phy  sical  dissolution 
in  order  tc  hissalvation.  Thiscould  hardly 
have  be<n  probable  as  his  hand  dealt  the 
fatal  blow.  The  cases  of  Lot’s  wife,  Saul 
and  Judasj,  arc  examples  that  teach  the 
limitationjof  God’s  torbcarance,  and  the 
speedy  an^  awful  retribution  that  follow. 
Ifeither  ope  of  these  three  were  saved,  all 
of  them  \fere.  All  three  died  in  open  re- 
bellion a r»l  disobedience  to  God. 

I pray  Gjbd  that  the  dear  brethren  that 
write  on  t lis  subject,  may  lie  led  to  real- 
ize that  thjfcre  is  a danger  fine  nearby.  Dan- 
ger not  on  y to  themselves  and  their  influ- 
ence, but  1 3 the  precious  souls  that  read 
after  then.  It  Saul  was  saved  th-n  no 
one  elSe  iced  tear,  and  the  old  adage, 
“Procrast  nation  is  the  thief  of  time,” 
should  Jos*  its  force,  as  a truism.
